traffic, but it would also unlock sur¬ 
face space and reduce the impact of 
noise and pollution.” 

Mr Johnson’s press team could not 
say how the scheme would reduce pol¬ 
lution, but said the Boston project had 
done so. 

A concept drawing shows the pro¬ 
posed tunnel would extend from the 
roundabout at Tolworth Tower to be¬ 
yond Princes Avenue to the west. 

Princes Avenue appears to continue 
across the A3 towards the train line, 
and into the former Government land 
owned by Tesco, itself subject to major 
redevelopment proposals. 

A smaller road would be built on top 
of the tunnel, according to the image. 

Tolworth and Hook Rise Councillor 
Vicki Harris said it was difficult to 
analyse the “airy-fairy” proposals at 
such an early stage, but questioned 
how drivers would leave the A3 at the 
Tolworth roundabout if it was decked 
over.

The A3 at Tolworth could be moved 
underground to free up land for devel¬ 
opment, the Mayor of London has said. 

Boris Johnson said sinking the key 
traffic artery into a tunnel would also 
improve the environment at the junc¬ 
tion, currently one of the borough’s 
pollution hotspots. 

He made the announcement 
during a visit to Boston, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, where a major interstate 
highway was sunk underground in a 
years-long project called the Big Dig. 

City Hall claimed that decking over 
the A3 would reduce “severance” - the 
separation of communities by trans¬ 
port infrastructure and traffic - and 
provide new land for homes. 

Mr Johnson said: “Rebuilding some 
of our complex and aging road net¬ 
work underneath our city would not 
only provide additional capacity for

Pet project on old Spiders site

Residential flats are the only 
option for the former Spillers 
building in New Malden, the 
owners have claimed. 

The former Nestle office 
block in Blagdon Road has 
been empty since 2008. 

Two hundred and eighty 
people visited the public con¬ 
sultation in the building last 
week which showed artist’s 
impressions of the 93 pro¬ 
posed flats. The plans show 22 
one-bedroom, 48 two-bedroom 


and 21 three-bedroom flats 
with two four-bedroom pent¬ 
houses at the top. 

Each flat would also have its 
own balcony. 

Developers S2 Estates 
bought the building in 2012, 
and originally tried to find 
commercial clients to take the 
property. 

But S2 Estates director Sam 
Berg said: “We found that peo¬ 
ple just simply didn’t want it 
for that purpose. Offices don’t 
look like this anymore and the 
cost of redeveloping it into a 
modern office would outweigh 
the benefits.” 

Asseal Architects, the

company that designed the 
proposed Mar City Homes de¬ 
velopment in Coombe Road, 
has also designed the Spillers 
flats. 

Opened in 1966, the building 
is still structurally sound. If 
planning permission was 


granted, S2 Estates believe the 
block could be finished by 
2017. 

Mr Berg said: “Not having to 
put in foundations would 
mean very little disruption to 
residents. 

“If this is all approved I 
think we would be making a 
pretty ugly 1960s office build¬ 
ing into something that looks 
great and would bring more 
life and revenue into New 
Malden.” 

He added: “We know about 
Cocks Crescent and the prob¬ 
lems with that and the fact 
people did not feel they were 
given enough notice about a 


consultation for a recent pro¬ 
posed development. 

“We have tried to get as 
many residents here as possi¬ 
ble. There is no point in public 
consultation if the public 
don’t turn up.” 

Public opinion was general¬ 
ly positive, but some residents 
worried about the pressure on 
amenities in the area. 

Vittoria Hawksworth, from 
Malden Hill Gardens, said: “I 
would be concerned about the 
facilities New Malden has 
being too stretched. Schools in 
the area are especially full. 

“[But] something needs to be 
done with this building.”

‘Safety fears’ see schools cancel visits to synagogues 


At least two Kingston schools 
have cancelled visits to syna¬ 
gogues due to fears of a po¬ 
tential Paris-style terrorist 
attack on Jewish places of 
worship. 

In what a leading Jewish 
figure described as “a three¬ 
fold victory to perpetrators of 
terror and extremism”, the 
Coombe Federation - Coombe 
Boys’ and Girls’ Schools, both 
in New Malden - withdrew 
from a planned visit to one of 
the borough’s two syna¬ 
gogues as part of events 
marking the 70th anniversary 
of Auschwitz’s liberation. 

But the federation said the 
decision was influenced by 
the synagogues’ announce¬ 
ment that security was being 
stepped up in the wake of the 
Paris atrocities. 

Rabbi Samuel Landau, from 
Kingston, Surbiton and Dis¬ 
trict United Synagogue, said: 
“Members of the community 
were told they [schools] were 
no longer coming due to con¬ 
cerns over safety of the chil¬ 
dren. They put it down to 
what is happening around the 
world. They did not feel com¬ 
fortable coming down.” 

In a letter to the Kingston 
Guardian, Rabbi Landau said 
he believed the reason for the 
cancellation was “fear of the 
children being in a syna¬ 
gogue, fear of association 
with Jews”. 

Explaining his letter, he 
said: “I can understand a gov¬ 
ernor or a head is responsible 
for looking after their 
children - but to take that 
position. 


“We as a community are 
being marginalised. 

“We never wanted it to be 
about bringing this into the 
press, but when another 
school cancelled there was 
growing concern that kids 
are being stopped an opportu¬ 
nity to learn.” 

Rabbi Landau said another 
Kingston school, a primary, 
had also cancelled, but he 
would not reveal which one. 

Four people - all Jewish - 
were killed at the Hyper- 
cacher kosher supermarket 
in Paris last month during a 
hostage taking by allies of 
Isis. 

The attack occurred two 
days after 12 people were 
killed in a shooting at the of¬ 
fices of satirical magazine 
Charlie Hebdo. 

Rabbi Charley Baginsky, 
from Kingston Liberal Syna¬ 
gogue, said: “I know there has 
been increased concern fol¬ 
lowing the attacks in Paris on 
Jewish buildings, but there is 
no reason to be fearful here. 

“There is absolutely no sug¬ 
gestion of anti-Semitism, it is 
just a fear of being in a Jew¬ 
ish place of worship. 

“But we would not put 
schoolchildren or any mem¬ 
bers of our own community 
at risk. 

“This is not us trying to crit¬ 
icise those schools by any 
stretch. I think it is just hop¬ 
ing this is not a trend. If we 
thought there was a risk we 
would not hold these events. 
We had nearly 1,000 pupils 
through the doors without 
any issues.”

Toiworth wife found dead in own home 


Green parliamentary candi¬ 
date Clare Keogh said: “It 
could potentially address the 
problem of pollution. It would 
be worth the investment if the 
issues in the area are consid¬ 
ered properly.” 

But visions of a transformed 
Toiworth extend beyond the 
A3. Ms Keogh said the Greens 
backed the creation of a com¬ 
munity garden along the 
Broadway, while council lead¬ 
er Kevin Davis said he be¬ 
lieved taking Broadway traffic 
underground could free up 
even more land. 

Councillor Davis said: 
“There are three places in 
Kingston where I think an op¬ 
portunity like this could be ex¬ 
plored, Kington town centre, 
replacing the current relief 
road, Toiworth, under the 
Broadway to the A3 and at 
Hook on the A3 to Malden 
Rushett.” 

Labour candidate Lee God¬ 
frey said: “I would be con¬ 
cerned about costs and 
disruption to residents while 
the tunnel was being built, but 
as long as these issues are ad¬ 
dressed and residents are fully 
consulted, I think this is an 
idea worth exploring.” 

Conservative candidate 
James Berry said: “If plans for 
the space created on top of the 
A3 included community facili¬ 
ties and affordable housing, 
the project would be a very 
positive step.” 

Toiworth junction is 
one of five locations across the 
capital which could be sunk 
into an underground tunnel. 

The others are the A4 in 
Hammersmith, the A13 in 
Barking Riverside, the A316 at 
Chalkers Corner and the A406 
in New Southgate. 

TfL will draw up more de¬ 
tailed plans, with Kingston 
Council before reporting back 
to Mr Johnson in May. 

The Big Dig saw 1-93, an ele¬ 
vated highway running 
through the heart of Boston, 
replaced by a tunnel and two 
new bridges. 

The Boston Globe reported 
the scheme freed up 300 acres 
of land and reduced “horrific” 
traffic jams - and the associat¬ 
ed pollution. 

But the final bill, including 
interest, will come to some 
$24bn, the newspaper said, in¬ 
stead of the $12bn to $14bn 
that was envisaged.

A man has been arrested on 
suspicion of murdering his 
wife after her body was 
found in the couple’s ter¬ 
raced house in New Malden. 

Raymond Mills was arrest¬ 
ed in Stanley Avenue on 
Monday afternoon after his 
wife, Linda Mills was found 
dead in their home. 

Police were called to the 
house at 1.13pm and found 
the body of a woman in her 
60s. 

Mr Mills was seen being 
wheeled out of the house 
with blood on his head and 


was taken to hospital at 
about 1.30pm. 

Police said a 65-year-old 
man had been arrested on 
suspicion of murder, and 
was in custody as this news¬ 
paper went to press. 

Shocked neighbours paint¬ 
ed a picture of a couple who 
“kept themselves to them¬ 
selves” having lived in the 
quiet residential street for 
more than 20 years. 

Bentley Golding, 23, a tele¬ 
vision salesman who lives 
opposite the house, said: “I 
finished work at about 1pm 
and I saw all the police. 

“There was probably about 
four or five cars, lots of old 
Bill. Then I saw them wheel 
him out. He had some red on 


his head, he looked like he 
had been hit by something. 

“He was strapped into the 
chair and slumped over. 
There were only two people 
who lived there. 

“It’s the last thing I expect¬ 
ed; it’s crazy.” 

The London Ambulance 
Service was called to the 
house in Stanley Avenue, 
which backs on to the Bever¬ 
ley Brook running behind 
Coombe Boys’ School. 

A neighbour who lives 
nearby, but did not want to 
be named, said of the people 
who live in the house: “The 
lady was a big woman with 
red hair. 

“The man was a little fel¬ 
low with glasses. He was a

Opposition to 21 -storey block ‘eyesore’ 


Kingston residents have mo¬ 
bilised against controversial 
plans to build a 21-storey block of 
flats at the old Post Office site in 
Kingston. 

A planning application by de¬ 
veloper St George finalising its 
vision for the Ashdown Road car 
park has been widely met with 
opposition, mainly against the 
building that would easily be¬ 
come the tallest in Kingston. 

Kingston Residents’ Alliance 
has submitted a petition against 
the development, with more than 
600 signatures collected so far. 

Emma McMorrow, from the al¬ 
liance, said: “It is going to be an 
eyesore. We are a market town 
and we want to save the skyline.” 

The Kingston Society has also

expressed opposition. In a letter 
to the Kingston Guardian, soci¬ 
ety chairman Matthew Rees 
called the development “com¬ 
pletely unacceptable” and that it 
“would set a dangerous prece¬ 
dent for other locations in 
Kingston, particularly Eden 
Walk”. Mr Rees did, however, 
commend the project for creating 


a public space, attempting to at¬ 
tract boutique shops and choice 
of brickwork. 

The Liberal Democrats have 
also launched their own petition 
with Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey stating “this pro¬ 
posal simply goes too far”. 

The plans include retaining the 
listed post office and telephone 
exchange buildings and demol¬ 
ishing others to make way for the 
21-storey residential block of 
more than 350 homes, as well as 
retail and community space. 

A St George spokesman said: 
“We are grateful to those that 
participated in the consultation 
over the past nine months and 
look forward to continuing our 
dialogue with the community.”

Hospitals’ transport 
routes under scrutiny

People who live in the farthest 
reaches of Chessington and 
Malden Rushett struggle to get to 
Kingston Hospital and other 
health services by public trans¬ 
port, particularly buses, council¬ 
lors have said.

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Landlords have been left feeling 
“betrayed and cheated” after the 
abrupt closure of a New Malden 
estate agent left them heavily out 
of pocket. 

Police are investigating Giraffe 
Residential, in Coombe Road, over 
allegations of theft after the com¬ 
pany closed without warning in 
December. 

A letter from Giraffe director 
Chandra Patel to customers said 
the company had to “cease trad¬ 
ing due to large financial 
difficulties”. 

The letter added: “No payments 
can be made as unfortunately 
there are no funds or assets and 
the company is now taking steps 
to be dissolved.” 

Landlords who used Giraffe to 
secure their tenants’ deposits said 
the money had disappeared - and 
legally, they are left to foot the 
bill. 

One such landlord is Kal Khera, 
who said: “It’s ridiculous. I’m now 
responsible for the £1,280 my ten¬ 
ant paid with little chance of get¬ 
ting the money back. 

“I was assured my tenant’s de¬ 
posit was held securely by a de¬ 
posit holding company. 

“Having talked to some other 
landlords that used Giraffe I have 
realised that there are several 


unfortunate people in my 
position.” 

Dawn Downs also rents out a 
property in New Malden and 
when Giraffe closed she found she 
was liable to pay almost £2,000 to 
her tenant. 

She said: “They are basically 
non-existent now and have disap¬ 
peared with £1,740, which I am li¬ 
able for as it is kept by them for 
my tenant. 

“I am in my 60s with a heart 
problem and I am unable to afford 
a solicitor to fight my case. The 
loss of my tenant’s money is a 
huge problem for me. 

“It is the Government who insist 
all tenancy deposits are kept by 


agents, but then do nothing to 
assist the landlord when these de¬ 
posits disappear if the agent goes 
out of business.” 

Trading standards and police 
are currently investigating the 
company. 

A Kingston Council spokesman 
said: “We are aware and are 
currently investigating to see 
whether there are breaches of the 
law that need enforcing.” 

The Kingston Guardian has 
been unable to contact Mr Patel 
despite several attempts. 

Giraffe is the latest Kingston es¬ 
tate agent to go bust, leaving land¬ 
lords hundreds and thousands of 
pounds out of pocket.

A Norbiton off-licence has had its li¬ 
cence suspended after selling cider to 
a 16-year-old. 

Ricky’s, in Fairfield Corner, Hawks 
Road, was targeted by trading stan¬ 
dards officers after a tip-off that the 
shop was selling alcohol to minors. 

A teenager was sent into the store as 
a test purchaser in August last year, 
and was sold a 500ml bottle of cider. 

On Tuesday, January 17, Kingston 
Council suspended the shop’s licence 
for seven days.

25, and have a till prompt.

“Where a shop sells alcohol to a 
minor the team will deal with the mat¬ 
ter robustly.” 

The seven-day suspension of the li¬ 
cence has since expired.

A popular children’s playgroup in 
Kingston has suddenly closed, 
claiming increased rent at the 
church it has operated out of for 
more than a decade was 
“unachievable”.

“Last summer Canbury Church 
Hall was taken over by a new 
church, Cornerstone, and their 
plans for the hall, together with a 
revised rent which is unachiev¬ 
able for a charity-run playgroup, 
have meant that the team have re¬ 
luctantly decided that now is the 
time to call it a day. 

“We would like to thank all the

families, past and present, for 
their lovely messages of support. 

“Play People will be greatly 
missed by everyone.” 

Lily Ros, who has a child at the 
playgroup, said: “People are so 
upset - it has been serving the 
community for so long.” 

Cornerstone Church, which at¬ 
tracts about 160 people to its Sun¬ 
day morning service, merged 
with Canbury Park Church last 
year. But the group has main¬ 
tained it was willing to negotiate a 
new contract with the playgroup. 

Philip Cooper, trustee at the 


church, said: “We were surprised 
when Play People announced 
they would close in February. 

“It was quite a historic rent that 
these guys were on - we just put it 
up to the market rates. 

“Even if we wanted to take it 
[that amount] from February we 
could not because we have a con¬ 
tract. So it is a mystery that they 
are leaving in February. 

“As news of their closure has 
got out we’ve already had an ap¬ 
proach from another nursery to 
rent the premises so watch this 
space.”

Rape trial 

Two men have appeared in 
court accused of anally raping 
a teenager who had arrived in 
the country just a day before. 

Saeed Fatemi, 20, and Mo- 
jitaba Changi, 33, both of Lea 
Bridge Road in Walthamstow, 
east London, are charged with 
raping the then-18-year-old in 
Canbury Gardens early on 
Saturday, September 13, last 
year. 

Prosecutor Sally Fudge told 
Kingston Crown Court on 
Monday they had committed a 
“brutal attack on a vulnerable 
girl who was barely into 
adulthood”. 

The alleged victim was visit¬ 
ing the area and went out in 
Kingston town centre with a 
friend, the court heard. The 
pair were separated when she 
did not get on a bus. 

She then met Mr Fatemi, 
who gained her confidence, 
Miss Fudge said. 

Miss Fudge said: “She had 
had a few drinks, but that, we 
say, gives no excuse for what 
happened to her. 

“Defendant Saeed Fatemi 
walked her around the town, 
then led her into the park 
where the defendant Mojitaba 
Changi was waiting. 

“There they both took their 
turns in raping her.” 

She added: “The defendants 
both say this was not rape.” 

Both Mr Changi and Mr 
Fatemi deny rape. 

The trial continues.

A man who raped and sexual¬ 
ly assaulted two young girls in 
the 1980s has been jailed for 11 
years. 

David Whitfield, 64, was 
found guilty of a string of sex 
offences on two girls under 15 
between 1981 and 1985. 

He was convicted of two 
counts of rape, two counts of 
attempted rape, three counts 
of indecent assault and one 
count of indecency against 
one girl, and three counts of 
indecent assault against the 
other. 

Both girls were aged be¬ 
tween 10 and 15 at the time of 
the offences. 

His crimes came to light 
after one of the girls contacted 
police in May 2013 to say she 
had been indecently assaulted 
in the early 1980s and an inves¬ 
tigation led officers to a sec¬ 
ond victim. 

Both women said Whitfield, 
of Grand Avenue, Surbiton, 
was the man who abused them 
and he was arrested on May 
31,2013. 

Whitfield repeatedly denied 


the attacks, but was charged 
in January 2014. 

At Kingston Crown Court on 
Friday, January 30, Whitfield 
was sentenced to a total of 31 
years in prison for his offences 
against the first victim, in¬ 
cluding 10 years each for the 
two counts of rape. 

The sentences are to be 
served concurrently, meaning 
he will serve just 10 years for 
all of the offences. 

He was also sentenced to a 


further three one-year sen¬ 
tences for his crimes against 
the second girl, which will also 
be served concurrently, but 
consecutive to the sentences 
for the first victim. 

It means, in total, Whitfield 
will spend a maximum 11 
years behind bars. 

Sentencing Whitfield, Judge 
Andrew Campbell said he was 
bound by sentencing guide¬ 
lines at the time of the offence. 

He said: “These are 


obviously very serious of¬ 
fences for which you will face 
a very substantial sentence. 

“I should point out that I 
have to sentence you not as 
you would be sentenced if you 
had committed these crimes 
in the last few years, but ac¬ 
cording to the law at the 
time these offences were 
committed.” 

Whitfield was also given a 
sexual offenders prevention 
order and placed on the sex of¬ 
fenders register for life. 

Detective Constable James 
Carpenter, from the sexual of¬ 
fences exploitation and child 
abuse command, said: “The 
victims in this case showed 
great courage and strength in 
providing accounts to police 
and progressing through the 
criminal justice system to a 
trial. 

“We worked very hard to 
pull together various pieces of 
evidence to send the case to 
trial despite over 30 years 
passing since the offences 
happened. 

“No matter how hard or dif¬ 
ficult, we will seek out the 
truth and we encourage vic¬ 
tims, no matter the length of 
time that has passed, to come 
forward.”

It is proposed that 21-storey 
and 16-storey tower blocks are 
to be built on the old post 
office site in Ashdown 
Road. 

Many people are strongly 
against the building of high rise 
tower blocks in the centre of 
Kingston. 

This is a historic market town 
that has developed into a prof¬ 
itable shopping centre, and 
part of its attractive character 
is that it has maintained its 
scale. 

The developers, St George, 
have commissioned a document 
- Townscape, Visual Impact and 
Built Heritage Assessment 
(TVIBHA) - to show the public 
what the development will look 
like. 

It is fully illustrated and 
throughout the document the 
terms “beneficial” and “neu¬ 
tral” are liberally scattered, 
used in a way peculiar to devel¬ 
opers and planners. Beneficial 
to whom? Neutral in whose 
opinion? 

In the TVIBHA document, 


images are true, but 
thoroughly misleading. 

There have been a series of 
public consultations where 
various pictures have been 
shown. 

In one image, the sun is shin¬ 
ing from the north, giving the 
public spaces around the old 
post office an unrealistic 
aspect. 

Some images are taken from 
positions where a conveniently 
positioned building or even 
a nearby traffic light 
obstructs the view of the 
development. 

Some images are heavily 
cropped, so do not tell the 
full story - this is misleading 
to anyone except an 
expert. 

As such, the public has 
been duped, and these 
consultations, with true but 
misleading images, cannot be 
valid. 

The council very bravely op¬ 
posed the building of the mon¬ 
strous 16-storey Kingston 
Riverside, which looms over 


Canbury Gardens, do not let 
this behemoth be a reason 
for further high rise 
buildings. 

There is a great danger that if 
these 21-storey and 16-storey 
blocks are built, it will set 
a precedent and developers 
will use it as an excuse to 
build higher and higher in 
Kingston. 

The building of tower blocks 
above eight storeys anywhere 
near the centre of the town 
would destroy the fabric of 
Kingston forever. This must not 
happen. 

If you too feel the same, please 
write to your councilors or the 
development control depart¬ 
ment at Guildhall before it is too 
late.

A resident of Surbiton’s 
Royal Star and Garter home, 
believed to be the 49th oldest 
person in the country, has 
died aged 108. 

Jack Ovens, known for his 
lifelong love of horses, first 
served in the Army nearly 90 
years ago. 

Born in Teddington in 1906, 
Mr Ovens served in the Royal 
Dragoons from 1926 to 1932, 
rising from Trooper to attain 
the rank of Corporal of 
Horse. 

He eventually oversaw 43 


Army horses. 

In 1929, he was posted to Se¬ 
cunderabad, India, and often 
recalled being impressed by 
the uniformed private 
armies of the Nizam of 
Hyderabad, as well 
as other wealthy 
maharajas of the 
time. 

He was subse¬ 
quently recalled to 
the Army during 
World War II, re¬ 
training as a tan] 
driver and serving 
Egypt and then Italy. 

Mr Ovens was a resident of 
the Royal Star and Garter 
from August 2012 until his 
death on New Year’s Eve. 


On his birthday last year, 
the home organised a party 
while one of the volunteers 
brought their own horse to 
the home in Upper 
Brighton Road. 

The next day Mr 
Ovens visited 
Imber Court in 
East Molesey to 
I meet some of 
the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police’s 
horses. 

A Royal Star and 

_ Garter spokesman 

said: “He will be greatly 
missed by his family, and by 
staff and residents of the 
Royal Star and Garter 
Homes.” 




Army veteran with a passion for sport 


An army veteran from Surbiton 
who served in India and Palestine 
has died. 

Joseph Vincent Patten, known 
fondly as “Joe”, died aged 88 after 
contracting pneumonia in hospi¬ 
tal where he was being treated for 
cancer. 

Mr Patten, of the Retreat, is sur¬ 
vived by his son 
Mark. 

Mr Patten said: 

“We regularly en¬ 
joyed each other’s 
company watching 
Harlequins at the 
Stoop, and also 
watching England 
at Twickenham. 

“He was keen on 
sport supporting 
England rugby, 

Harlequins and Ar¬ 
senal and enjoyed 
watching these and 
other sports on TV. 

“He took pride in 
his appearance. 

Tributes received 
almost universally 
speak of him as a 
gentleman.” 

When Mr Patten 
first enlisted in the 
Army he had to 
report to the Lon¬ 
don Air Crew Re¬ 
ceiving Centre at 
Lords Cricket 
Ground. 

Early on an air 
raid there meant ev¬ 
eryone had to he on 
the hallowed turf - 
a scene captured in 
a photograph that 
still exists at the 
Lords museum. 


He later transferred to the 
Parachute Regiment. He also 
served in India, and Burma, 
where the regiment liberated pris¬ 
oners of war. Later he was posted 
to Palestine. 

Mr Patten later lived in Esher 
before moving to New Malden in 
1977 and to Surbiton in 2003.

The Parachute Regiment provid¬ 
ed a guard of honour at his funeral 
at Kingston Crematorium on Jan¬ 
uary 30, and the Royal British Le¬ 
gion provided a standard bearer.

All eyes will be on Twickenham at 
2.30pm on Saturday, February 14, and 
while talk of a grand slam is premature 
with a trip to Ireland outstanding, there is 
good reason to believe it will still be on 
come end of play on Valentine’s Day.

Wales captain Sam Warburton’s 50th 
international appearance did not end as 
he wanted. 


He said: “I thought England 
played very well in the second 
half. We found it very difficult to 
get any momentum. 

“They did well at the 
breakdown, with choke tackles 
and they got turnovers from that, 
and scrum penalties giving them 
field position.” 

Lancaster sees no room for 
complacency against the Italians, 
citing tighter periods of the 
Ireland game last weekend and 
against South Africa in November. 

He said: “The pressure is still on 
against Italy, but in a different way. 

“We need to be prepared and 
ready, and we need to show the 
same attention to detail that we 
did going into the Wales game.”

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A captain’s performance 

A strange stand-off in the tunnels before 
the game, as the world waited, could have 
backfired and be seen as an unnecessary 
comical prelude to the game. 

Is it transpired, with history written 
by the victors, captain 
Chris Robshaw’s delay taking 
his team on to the pitch will be 
remembered as adding steel to 
his men. 

The Harlequins talisman, 
captain throughout Stuart 
Lancaster’s time in charge, has 
now won the backing of his 
boss through to the World Cup, 
should he remain fit. 

Lancaster said: “It would take a 
big change of heart now to move 
from the direction we’re going 
with Chris. 

“I’ve got other players 
in the back row who are 
all desperate for an 
opportunity, but Chris 
has been excellent 
and we need to 
make sure we 
continue to 
back him. 

We certainly 
will in this 
Six Nations 
and, fingers 
crossed, he’ll 
be fit and 
available for 
June.” 

It has not been smooth sailing 
for Robshaw, who came in for some 
criticism after England’s defeats to the 
All Blacks and South Africa. 

But he led by example on Friday 
night, from even before the kick-off. 

Lancaster added: “Chris has been 
excellent. Confidence in your ability 
as a player is the fundamental thing 
behind leadership. 

“You’ve got to be secure of your 
place in the team. He’s earned 
that and he earns it on a weekly 
basis. 

“He did it against Wales 
with the number of tackles 
he made, the turnovers he 
made and his contribution 
to the game. 

“We look at people’s 


involvement, not just in the rucks but in their 
work rate off the ball. He’s continually at the 
top of that as well. It’s less about the tunnel 
and more about playing hard on the field. 
He’s secure in his position in the team but 
he’s earned it. He’s earned the respect of 
all the players and as a consequence he’s 
leading them effectively. 

“But he’s also got the strength of solidarity 
from the leaders around him as well. They 
back him up to the hilt.” 

Speaking after the game, Robshaw said: 
“We wanted to have a bit of control. We 
didn’t want to be out there. You saw when we 
actually were out there the lights were off. 

“I’m sure Wales would have made us wait 
for five minutes in the field. There was a 
little bit of that, but we stood our ground.”

As we 
drew, the tutor wandered around 
giving constant advice and 
encouragement. 

The model is asked to form dif¬ 
ferent poses, which can be held 
for as long as five to 20 minutes, 
turning to face different angles 
so each person making up the 
semi-circle around them gets a 
chance to draw different parts of 
the body. 

The larger the paper used, the 
better, with the emphasis on for¬ 
getting about whether you can 
actually draw and just seeing 
where you end up. I created 
some representations of the 
model that looked more like sea 
creatures than a human, but in 
the process of drawing badly I 
learned what bits worked and 
what did not. 

Prices vary and sometimes you 
will need to sign up to a series of 
classes, but a few do offer a buy- 
as-you-go format - good if you’re 
not sure if you’ll be returning.

If you've been thinking about a 
possible house move, then you'd 
do well to put your property on 
the market now to take advan¬ 
tage of the Valentine's property 
boom.

There's enough legroom to allow 
your St Bernards to curl up at your 
feet, and they will be comforted by 
the standard luxury lamb's wool 
floor mats that replicate an expen¬ 
sive living room feel. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: To be frank, 


few owners will actually drive it 
themselves, but if they 
did they'd be astonished at how 
relentlessly fast it is thanks to a 
530-horsepower V12 engine. 

Refinement and comfort in any 
seat is amazing, with the softest 
leathers and seats that, in the rear, 
can give you six different types of 
back or shoulder massage. Six! 

And don't forget seven colours of 
ambient lighting, of course. 

Heating, cooling and the back¬ 
rest tilt are also rather nice, but it's 
the leg rest that steals the show. 


Hold a button down and the front 
passenger seat moves forwards, 
the leg rest rises and you eventu¬ 
ally find yourself as comfy as if you 
were in your own armchair. 

VALUE FOR MONEY: When you 
look at what you get, £167,000 is a 
steal. Bear with me on this. The big 
double-M is built as well as a Bent¬ 
ley, but has more technology and 
is arguably even better to drive. 

The only thing it lacks is the 
statement-making looks of a 
Rolls-Royce, but not everyone 
wants those.
